BREAKING THE WkST 
Under the British North America Act a 
province of Canada has as its main right to 


raise revenue: 

Sec, 92. (2.) Direct taxation within the 
province in order to the raising of a 
revenue for provincial purposes. 

The Dominion Government under the B.N, 
A. Act is given the right to raise money by 
any m d of taxation 


Under the well-established rule of so read- 
ing the B.N.A. Act that no general power 
vested in the Dominion shall be so construed as 
to wipe out a special and restricted right vested 
in the provinces by Section 92, the Dominion 
parliament would be shut out from imposing 
direct taxation within the provinces, so that in 
each province an adequate provincial revenue 
could be collected. 


On the ground that all rules of construction 


yield to a national emergency and peril, the 
vorld war was the basis for passing the 
Dominion War Income Tax Act. 

The war has been over for nearly eighteen 


years; the provinces incurred extra debts 
account; the Dominion has changed 
tariff policies from time to time, without any 
regard to the effect on provincial finances; and 
the Dominion War Income Tax Act remains in 
full force and effect.

SOLVING A NEW PROBLEM 


He emphasized that the New Deal is not a new way of 
solving an old problem, but an effort to solve a wholly new 
problem. 

This new problem had arisen out of the ett of the 
old era of scarcity and the arrival of the new era of abund- 
ance. 

Two apt illustrations drove home his point that there 
could be no return to old conditions: 

We cannot return to the old road, because the old 
road is no longer there. 

When we rescue a drowning man we don’t throw 
him back in at his first sign of recovery, nor when in re- 
turning consciousness he tells us rather angrily to keep 
our hands off. 

The full text of Filene’s address follows: 

We cannot comprehend any legislative program 
merely by studying the program. To grasp the meaning 
of any political policy, it is necessary to understand the 
conditions which the policy is designed to meet. 

The New Deal marks a turning-point in American his- 
tory, but these administration measures did not cause the 
turning. 

When night comes, we may go to bed; and, when morn- 
{ng comes, we may get up. Going to bed and getting up are 


two very different policies, and it would be futile to argue as | 


to which is the better policy. Whether cither one is right de- 
pends upon what time it is, and what the times demand. 

We will surely become confused, however, regard- 
less of what time it is, if we once imagine that our going 
to bed and getting up is what causes day and night. 

The so-called New Deal is not a new way of solving 
an old problem, but AN EFFORT TO SOLVE A 
WHOLLY NEW PROBLEM—an effort to cope with a 
new historic situation. 

If there has been no great, basic change in human his- 
tory, then we need not worry much about the New Deal, one 


way or another. No political government, autocratic or | 


democratic, is of itself likely to inaugurate any great change 
in the habits and characteristics of the social order which it 
assumes to govern. 

If there has been a social change, however—if our cus- 
tomary way of life has become no longer possible—it is the 


task of government to discover formulas by which the nation |

| MONEY IS NOT WEALTH } 


In the first place, money is not 
wealth; it is merely a medium of 
exchange of wealth, and the mere 
putting of money into any enter- 
prise could not by itself develop 
the enterprise. What is really in- 
vested is wealth—the things which 
people buy with their money—espe- 
cially food, clothing, shelter and 
physical suppliés 

We were once, for instance, an 
agrarian nation, almost entirely ag 


} ricultural, and if we consumed all 
| we raised from year to year, we 
|}must have remained an agrarian 
| people. But we didn't We learned 


to save food and other things be- 
yond what we consumed on the 
farm, and it was these products of 
our farms—not mere mone; 
which enabled us to build our first 
factories 

What we really did, of course, 
was to sell these farm products 
and get money for them, and 
then, probably, we put the money 
in a bart. Bat wien the bank r 
loaned the money to somebody 
who wanted to build a factory, 
it was used very largely to buy 
the food which thrifty farm fam- 
ilies had saved and to feed work- 
ing men who were engaged in 
producing, not things to consume 
but things with which to increase 
production. 

The factory builder may not 
have thought of this. All he 
thought of was that he needed 
labor and material and supplies. 
But his labor had to eat, so he 
had to fp ve we e rhs 
so that they could buy food and 
other necessities, 

And the people who produced 
the materiais and sup ics had to 
eat, cven if they did not raise 
any feod direct’y; an? whet they 
ate was paid for out of the money 
which they received for the ma- 
terials and supplies. 

If we keep this in mind, we may 
be able to see what was really hap- 
pening as America was evolving 
from an agragian to a machine civ- 
ilization. We.were always saving 
an important part of the things 
which we produced. But what we 
were really saving was not money 
and the very act of t 
what i seemed to be it 

all. We were not saving things for 
a rainy day, nor things to be con- 
sumed in our old age, as squirrels 
might store up nuts for winter 
— Little or no food could be saved 
for very many years. Even cloth- 
ing so saved would soon get out 
of style, Never. helcss, wealth was 
being saved by being converted 
as it were, not from things into 
money, but from things which 
people needed for their own per- 
sonal consumption to things 
which nobody cared to consume, 
but which would make it possible 
to produce consumer goods more 
rapidly. 

No farmer, for instance, could eat 
a mowing-machine; but if he ate 
al! he raised on the farm, he might 
never be able to buy a mowing 
machine or anything else which 
would make it possible for him to 
raise much more than he had been 
raising. By going without some o 
the food he produced, however, and 
elling what he went without, he 
might be able to buy machines 
which would enable him to produce 
much more food 
“IMPROVED” AND GREW POOR 


That, in effect, is what the Amer-

j}ican farmer did; and as he improv- 


ed his methods of production, he 
became prosperous. Then he went 
on improving his methods of pro- 
duction and did not become so 
prosperous 

By the time he had improved 
his methods so that he was pro- 
ducing more food than he could 
sell, he became very poor indeed. 

And all America, particularly 
during the past 50 years, was going 
through much the same _ process 
We were organized to increase pro- 
duction. That was the only practical 
way by which anything much could 
be really saved; and although in 
later years, it seemed that we be- 
came extravagant we actually be- 
came more ‘and more saving; and 
instead of consuming all that we 
produced, we set aside a larger and 
larger part of it for the building 
up of more and more efficient 
methods of producing wealth 

But that process could not go 
on forever, The fact that finan- 
ciers were not acquainted with 
any other process could not save 
us. 

Inevitably there would come a 
time when our machines would be- 
come so productive that, unless we 
arranged for a larger and larger 
consumption of these machine prod 
ucts, they could not be operated 
profitably, and further investment 
in more and more machinery could 
not possibly result in saving 

That time came—that’s all, It 
came with a bang in 1929; but those 
who think crash was @ entirely 
to that optimistic bull market, are 
likely to miss the point. It would 
| have come inevitably if there had 
been no bull market, for there 
wasn't any other known way to in- 
vest our savings than through per- 
fecting and expanding our machin 
ery of production 
PAY HIGHER WAGES 
Theoretically, of course, our finan 
ciers might have seen the necessity 
at about this time for doubling or 
tripling the wages of labor and thu 
increasing the market for goods 
But our financiers had not studied 
finance; they had studied only that
